Chicago, October 30.—The only 
way to solve the problem of increas- 
ed criminality, caused by a _ rapid 
rise in the number of mental defec- 
tives in this country, lies in the 
segregation of the defective delin- 
quents in state controlled colonies 
where the protective environment 
which they need can. be created, 
Judge Harry Olson, of the Chicago 
municipal court, declared in an ad- 
dress prepared for delivery to dele- 
gates to the birth control conference 
of the middle western states meeting 
here today. 

“Under such control there is an 
abrupt end to criminal depredations 
and to reproduction,’ Judge Olson 
said. “Both great needs of society 
are met. The need of the individual 
defective is likewise met for he is 
given an opportunity, to live to the 
limit of his powers. 

“These farm colonies for defectives 
will greatly reduce the cost of the 
defective to society generally and to 
the state. At the present day the 
defectives are entire. higto as never 
before in the entire higtory of the 
race.

’ Senator Reed Smoot, of Utah, the | 
new chairman of the senate finance 
committee, and a recognized tax 
expert, has fully concurred in the 
statement that the government fs 
in such financial shape that the re- 
ductions can be made without em- 
barrassment to government Serv- 
ices, but he has advised against any 
cOngressional attempt to this end 
at this time, being the year preced- 
ing a national election, because of 
the “great political danger that 
opening the tax question might force 
upon the administration.” 

Senator William E. Borah, of 
Idaho, in an address in New York 
recently, very properly denounced 
any attempt to play politics with so 
great an economic blessing as the 
reduction of the federal taxes, and 
demanded that if true, as the treas- 
ury administrator had said, that the 
time had arrived for further reduc- 
tions, then these reductions should 
‘be made, and without thought to 
the political advantages or disad- 
Vantages to any person or party.

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Recent Premier 
Of Britain, Dies 


London, October 30-—(By the As- 
suciated Press.)-—Amdrew Sonar 
Law, who was one of the atrong war- 
time statesmen of Great Britain and 
its only prime minister of colonial 
birth, died at His London bome at 3 
o'clock this morning. ‘The last year 
of his 65 years was lived under a 
cloud of heavy misfortunes. 

Uns a little more than a year ago 
he reluctantly accepted the highest 
political office in the empire, telling 
his supporters that he was doubtful 
his health would long bear the strain 
of duties and promising to give up 
the work when he was no longer 
coual-to the burden. Then followed 
seven months in office—months har- 
assed by pain— whereupon he ful- 
filled his promise. 

“The xyerdict of the doctors has 
left me no choice,” he wrote to his 
Glasgow constituents, in announcing 
his decision to retire. 

Seeks Relief. 

The next five months were divided 
between continental resorts and the 
English seaside in pursuit of relief 
from his suftering. There were a 
few weeks when he seemed to be im- 
proving, and his friends hoped againvt 
cate that he might regain his strength. 

With the chill of the autumn days 
eame his fina! breakdown and _  ien 
days ago he was brought hack from 
Mrighton to his London home for the 
inevitable end. ‘There he died. His 
Lady Svrkes, and his two 
surviving sons, Anthony and Rich- 
ard, were with him. Two sons, James. 
and Charles, lost their lives in the 
war. Those blows aged him beyond 
his years. 

Like General Grant and the Ger- 
man emperor, Frederick III., the late 
prime minister died from cancer of 
the throat. There was a_ parallel 
between his last dzys and those of 
Frederick III.’s in that both came 
into brief power with the sentence of 
death pronounced upon them. 

Attack of Pneumonia. 

The last phase and deciding factor 
of Mr. Bonar Law’s illness was an 
attack of pneumonia, which his en- 
feebled frame had fiot the vitality 
tc resist. The approaching end was 
revealed only to the few who were 
able to read last night’s bulletin, 
which was issued after the evening 
papers were published. To the gen- 
eral public the news this morning 
was unexpectedly zudden. 

l’remier Baldwin, the friend and 
legatee of Mr. Bonar Law, spoke the 
kincest thoughts of all his friends 
in syying: , 

“For him {I am thankful he has

Lloyd George coalition a year azo 
was uttered wth difiiculty. His 
voice almost failed en occasions dur- 
ing his last anpearance in the house 
of commons, and it was evident then 
that he was a broken mzn, making 
a fight against pain. 
No Effect on Politics. 

No effect upon British politics or 
rolicies from Mr. Bonar Law’s death 
can be foreseen. His successor, like 
President Coolidge, has anpeared tec 
regard himself as trustee of the ‘vr- 
mer lender’s estate. The country 
had become regretfully reconciled to 
the belief that Mr, Bonar Law had
